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CONSULAR REFOR 
Sth October. 

SEVERAL times within recent years 
we have pointed out the necessity 
for reform in the British Consular 
Service if England is to continue 
to retain pre-eminence in trade. It 
was with a good deal of pleasure and 
some hope that we learnt some time 
ago that Lord Lans:lowne had appoint- 
ed a committee to enquire into the 
whole subject and report. Royal 
commissions are usually nothing but 
elaborate contrivances for the shelving 
of thorny or otherwise risky subjects. 
This, however, was not » Royal 
Commission, and it is permissible to! 
hope that its modest recommenda- 
tions will be allowed to take effect. 
We ourselves heartily wish that it 
may be so, since most of the points 
upon which we insisted have been 
embodied in the Committee's advice 
to the Foreign Office. 

The report recognises the good 
work that the Consular Body as a 
whole has done in the past—good 
work “considering.” Stress is laid 
on the fact that the most capable 
merchants are those who require 
least assistance from their Consul, a 
truism which needs no amplification, 
Still it is recognised that things aré 
very different now from what they 
were when the foundations of British 
commerce were laid, and the desire 
for early information must grow with 
the increase of competition. ‘To keep 
ahead of one’s competitors, it is not 
only necessary to be strong, capable, 
energetic, and even adventurous, one 
needs the exxct data upon which, and 
which alone, strength and energy are 
of any avail, and there must be no 
delay in the dissemination thereof. 
Commerce is now as much a campaign 
of wits and financial forces as was ever 
any campaign of Napoleon's one of 
brute foree and skilful strategy, and 
in war, as Napoleon said, “five minutes 
may make all the difference between 
victory and defeat.” In this connec- 
tion reference is made to the admir- 
able arrangements made by the 
American Government's Trade De- 
partment for the prompt publication of 
Consular suggestions and_ reports, 
which are eagerly availed of by 
the enterprising commercial men of 
the States. Improvement there is 
already in our service in this respect, 
but the Committee sees room for 
more, 

It further supports our contention 
that the “Coming Consul ” shall have 
had a training ad hoc. To enable 
this to be so, it suggests an alteration 
in the age of entry. At present this 
is from eighteen to twenty-four, but 
the Committee would have it from 
twenty-two to twenty-seven, the four 
years thus gained being spent in 








actual business experience. At pre- 


sent, the report says, capable young 
men are not attracted to the service 
since the pay is none too high, the 
ling bad, and the hope of promo- 
tion far from rosy. But with the 
properly trained Commercial Consul 
the pay recommended is somewhat 
better, £300 for the youngster of] 
twenty-four, rising to £1,000 on at- 
taining Consular dignity, and £1,200 
on becoming Consul-General. ‘This, 
with the usual prospect of a hand- 
some British pension, should, it is 
thought, bring in a sufficiency of 
talent to make the British service 
what it should be, second to none. 
One of the greatest gains of the new 
system properly worked would be 
that we should have a body of expert 
officials in sympathy with trade. As 
things have been there have been few 
or no experts, and as for sympathy— 
“ask of the winds.” The Consul was 
an official and his traditions were 
those of his superiors of the Cireum- 
locution Office. It did not matter 
one iota to him or to anyone 
else. whether-his report was published 
“this year, next year, some time, or 
never.” There was nothing in it as 
arule that was of any value except 
perhaps to the statistician, and so 
long as “My Lord,” was satisfied, 
that was all that need be cared 
about. But the Consul of the future 
must be useful or go. And to be 
useful he must be educated and 
trained for his duties as the doctor, 
the lawyer, and the teacher are trained 
for theirs. 

We regret to find that in the latest 
ublished list of subjects for Civil 
Service appointments there is _no 
mention of commerce as such. But 
in all probability even the last of 
these circulars was drawn up before 
the issue of the Consular Committee's 
report. Literature is well represent- 
ed, and covers English, French, Ger- 
man, Latin, Greek, Arabic, and Sans- 
krit, not of course all required from 
the same candidates. Mathematics 
and science, history, economy, and 
political science,” are included ; so 
is law. But we look in vain for 

geography and anything specially 
pertaining to commercial education. 
‘There is no hint that the London 
School of Economics is to become a 
centre for the training of our future 
Consuls and Ministers of Commerce. 
But, perhaps, we are asking for too 
much all at once. The first step to- 
wards progress has been taken. As 
soon as the practical value of this is 
recognised we shall see our way: to 
the next and the next.

LOCKHART'S REPORT 
ON: WEIHAIWEL 


I 
6th October. 

‘Tue Report of Mr. J. H. Stewart 
Lockhart, the Commissioner, to the 
Colonial Office on the dependency of 
Weihaiwei for the year 1902-is a 
very interesting document, making 
with its numerous appendices’ a 
pamphlet of 57 pages. Mr. Lockhart 
writs in a lively style, free fromthe 
ponderousness of official ‘ séverity ; 
and he makes the reader sympathise 
with his own conviction that un- 
pretending as the dependency is now, 
its future is full of promise. But 
means must be taken to free it from 
Mr. Balfour's gratuitous promise to 
Germany that steps should never be 
taken to connect it with the interior 
of Shantung by railway. 

As this is Mr. Lockhart’s first 
annual report, he begins with a brief 
account of the area and population 
of Weihaiwei, and then passes to 
its administrative history and some 
notes on staff. He mentions his 
appointment of an Advisory Council, 
consisting of three merchants’ of 
Linkungtao, and commends the help 
they have given him. Under“ Fin- 
ances” he mentions the modest 
burden, £12,000, imposed by the 
dependency on Imperial Funds in 
the past financial year, which is 
reduced for the current financial year 
to £9,000. Itis satisfactory to see 
that Weihaiwei had a credit: balance 
on the 31st of March last: of $82,693, 
while the estimated balance was 
only £4,000. With such a modest 
subsidy from home, it is obvious that 
Weihaiwei cannot hope to rival the 
German colony at Tsingtao. The 
expenditure on public works in the 
past two years amounts to £9,744, 
and with ‘this very moderate sum a 
large amount of excellent road-making 
and bridge-building has been done, 
a pier has been built, and various 
buildings for government use have 
been erected. “The question of the 
erection of a pier in deep water on 
the mainland,” Mr. Lockhart says, 
“alongside which steamers may be 
able to load and discharge cargo is 
engaging my attention. It is evident 
that if trade on the mainland is to be 
developed, such a pier will be a 
necessity.” A suitable Government 
House, also, must be built before long. 

‘The section relating to the policing 
of Weihaiwei is a very interestin, 
one. Mr. Lockhart rightly conclud 
that the Hongkong system was not 
only far too costly, but: was un- 
necessary for such a law-abiding, 
docile, and orderly population as-that 
under his rule. “ After due delibera- 
tion,” he says, “I came to the con- 
clusion that the most effective and 
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economical plan would be to continue 
the system of policing the territory 
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through the headmen of the villages, 
and to retain it so long as it continued 
to work satisfactorily, instead of 
dotting police stations throughout the 
territory in charge of inspectors. who 
would be unable to communicate 
with the people except through inter- 
preters. 2 system which almost in- 
variably results in corruption and 
malpraeti ‘That system. which is 
suitable to the whule of the territory, 
pt. the town of Port Edward and 
the island of Liukung, based on 
the fact that the unit of society is the 
fami lage, and not the in- 
in the West.” This system, 
while eminently congenial to the 
Chinese, proved a great success, 
Mr, Lockhart warmly commends the 
decision not to reduce the First

While on the one hand the 
situation of Weihaiwei does not seem 
to warrant the anticipation that it 
will become a second Hongkong, on 
the other hand it possesses poten- 
tialities which, if fostered, ought to 
entitle it to rank higher than that of 
a second-class watering-place, With 
the German colony of Kiaochow on 
one side, where every etfort is being 
nade to attract the trade of the 
Shantung province by means of 
railway system, which is to extend 
ultimate! m Kiaochou to Chinan, 
the capital of the Shantung province, 
and with the Chinese port of Chefoo 
on the other side, which has for many 
years being the commereial port and 
outlet of the trade of that province, it 
is easy to see that Weihaiwei has 
formidable difficulties against which 
to contend in its attempt to obtain a 
share of the trade of this part of the 
world, though its harbour, which is 
the best in China, north of Hongkong, 
and the fact that it is situated in the 
direct line of trade, are points in its 
favour.” Mr. Lockhart adds that with 
care on the part of the Government 
and economical administration, Wei- 
haiwei will before long pay its way, 
and with the advent of capital, trade 
will follow. 

The land in the territory is almost 
all claimed by private owners, and a 
catlastral survey, which would be in- 
dispensable to an investigation of the 
ownership generally, would be too 
costly to be yet undertaken, “At 
present owners of land receive exactly 
the same treatment as they did from 
the Chinese Government, and I do 
not think it would be advisable to 
make any immediate change even 
if that were feasible.”

tseng, in ‘Tean Prefecture, was very differ- 
ent in his attitude to foreigners. When he

The only thing, 
however, in which any resemblance to 
Melchizedek was shown by the people of 
Hanchuan was in the receiving of tithes. 
Each happy. possessor of a table and cake 
tray received a voucher, redeemable for 200 
cash! In former days Hanchuan possessed 
an official who was s0 much esteemed that 
when he left the City, the i stopped 
his chair outside the gate, aud presented 
their favourite with a new pair of boots, 
hanging his old boots over the city gate, as 
an exhortation to coming officials to tread 
in the steps of the rightewus man. Mr. 
Chuang was by no means esteemed so 
highly as this. 


This Year's Cotton Crop 

is » good. ‘The heavy rains in the 
carly summer interfered with the growth 
of the plants and the bolls of cotton are 
sinall. Four different varieties of the 
cotton plant are grown around here. Each 
requires its own particular kind of soil to 
grow in, ‘That grown on the south side of 
the Han River, in low-lying ground which 
is really the bed of an old lake, is the best. 
‘The fibre is loose, and spins easily. More 
cotton is exported from here than is used 
on the spot. ‘The cloth made round here is 
almost entirely woven from imported yarns, 
the trade in which is Peactically in 
Japanese hands entirely. The yarn spun 
in Shanghai and Wuchang fails to sell as 
well as the Japanese, which is much 
esteemed. That of the Osaka Mill Com- 
pany appears to have the best sale. 


Japanese Influence 
is strongly in evidence in Central China. 
Here as elsewhere, Japanese cotton gins 
are largely used.” A few weeks ago, I 
happened to be on the Rivér Han, in 
Hankow, just as the passenger launch uj 

the Han was starting. She was, as usual, 
crowded with. Chinese passengers going 
as far as the first stage, Tsaitien, while on 
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‘the top deck were seated two Japanese. 
‘The Stotchman who will be found, when 
the North Pole is discovered, sitting on 
the top of it, will have to hurry up, or he 
may find a Jap there before him.

Russia's Justification. 
It is well-known that the Japanese 
Press is strongly urging the Japanese 
Government at present to interfere in 
Corea. In Russian circles in Port Arthur 
this agitation is naturally regarded with 
anything but satisfaction An article ina 
recent number of the ‘ Novi Krai” quoted 
the remarks of the Tokio “Kokumin,” which 
aper lately compared Corea toa thatched 
use that was in danger of taking fire at 
any moment owing to the carelessness of 
its immates, and that accordingly required 
to be carefully looked after by the neigh- 
bours, who would otherwise be sure to suffer 
from the effects of such a conflagration. 

All this excitement in the Japanese 
press is due, says the Russian paper I have 
Just quoted, to the simple fact that some 
Russians recently rented a piece of land at 
Yong-Ampho on the Yalu. But before we 
enter on this Yong-Ampho question we 
should first like to say a few words about: 
the part which Japan has been playing 
up to the present in Qorea. Her first 
object was to get hold of the rising 
generation, and with that end in view she 
cstablished all over Corea a network of 
school: which of course a Japanese 
pro: studies was taught. Tt 
must be admitted that she carried out 
this vast e with exemplary persever- 
ance. nt it into working order 
she calmly proceeded to Japanise two 
important” Corean ports, Chemulpo and 
Fusan, which are now, practically speak- 
ing, Japanese possessions.

THE CHOLERA ON COASTING 
STEAMERS, 
To the Faitor of the 
+ Nont-Cuiva Dany News.” 

Sin,—Since sending my last. contribu- 
tion to you on “The Messing on Coas- 
ters“ another mail has come in, bringing 
with it your paper of later dates, and I 
am pleased to see there is still plenty of 
interest being taken in the cholera cases 
on board the shipping. 

My idea is, as I have already stated 
elsewhere, that a stimulus has been given 
to the disease around Shanghai by the in- 
troduction last year of virile and 

lignant germs from Tientsin, but how 
it has been disseminated seems to have 
struck none of your correspondents, i 
hiding myself, until you, Mr. Editer, 10 
your issue of 9th September, pointed to 
the plague spot. 

‘To quote a portion of your leader with 
its paragraph culled from the report. on 
the Yangkingpang by three of Shanghai's 
foremost. medical men: Tho temp- 
tation for the natives to use the 
water of the creek for the objectionable 
purpose of washing and refreshing their 
vegetables (one of the markets of the 
Foreign Settlement—Smith’s market— 
is in the vicinity of the Creek) is as un- 
desirable as the facility which it affords 
for the drawing of water for potable aud 
other domestic purposes.— 

The word refreshing is here to be par- 
ticularly noticed. In this instance 1 
hold it is meant to state that these 
vegetables lying on the stalls of the ven- 
dors during the hot weather are perio- 
dically revivified by having the odorous 
water of this sewer thrown over 
them +:o that when a purchaser 
comes along they should have an ap- 
pearance of freshness, if nothing else. 
OF course it must often be the case that 
the seller’s whole stock is not disposed 
of during the day on which it is first 
placed on the market, and in this event 
it appals one to think of the germs that 
have accumulated by the above described 
“refreshing” process 

Lucky indeed it is thorough cooking 
kills the germs of cholera, but in a case 
where they are shaken off the vegetables, 
during the process of washing and pre- 
ring for the pot, and remain in the 

ounding air, any food passing along

calamity. 

Fateful words, and it is a strange thing 
that the shipping community who 
have less to do with the governing of the 
Settlement than probably any other class 
should be. the chief sufferers. 

After a report like this from experts 
and a distinct admonition of coming mis- 
fortune form a man who, from long re- 
idence in the East, and well-known ster- 
ling capabilities should have been lis- 
tened to with the greater attention, did 
the responsible authorities make any 
effort to warn the people dependent for 
their supplies on Smith’s market and the 
adjacent shops? 

I fear not. ‘The correspondence was 
not even given to the pu lic until the 
prophecy had been fulfilled. Then a 
scapegoat must be found and who so un- 
able to defend himself as a shipmaster? 
Obloquy and reproach from nearly every 
side, tempered it must be admitted with 
some very fair remarks and even com- 
mendations by a few of the writers on the 
subject. He is told by ono that some of 
the food allowance is held back, by an- 
other that the ice-chest is never washed 
or disinfected, and yet again that all the 
store-rooms and pantries are filthy, ete., 
ete, ‘Then to crown it all the Health 
Officer sends in a report in which among 
other things he speaks of natural ice 
as the “filthy native article.” I would 
enquire why this very strong adjective ix 
used here” and what word would be 
deemed capable of describing the con- 
dition of the Yangkingpang Greek from 
which liquid is drawn for “refreshing ” 
vegetables of the Shanghai public? 
tive ice was employed almost. ex- 
clusively by all coasting steamers up to 
last year and is used now by a consider- 
able number of the residents of Shanghai, 
and in the outports where the mantifac~ 
tured article is not procurable steamers 
are still compelled to carry it. It is for 
this reason T would be glad to see an 
analysis. If cholera germs exist in the 
Shanghai ‘native ice, it is likely they 
would also be found in the similar article 
obtained in ‘Tientsin, Chefoo, or New- 
chwang; because, however, it has not the 
clear colour of the artificial substance one 
is surely not warranted in terming it 
filthy. 

From a man whose principal business it 
is to study disease and its causes it does 
not show a particularly large amount of 
perspicuity to report after investigation, 
“There seems nothing at: present. to in- 
eulpate any special article of food or any 






































particular source of supply and the cases 
of cholera that have occurred in harbour 
have been fairly evenly distributed over 
the mooring.”” 

‘A lay mind, in nearly all stomachic 
troubles, immediately jumps to the con 
clusion that fruit or vegetables are tc 
blame, and how it is this side of the ques- 
tion has been so long overlooked I can- 
not understand. And now to describe the 
manner in which the perishable stores are 
bought for the shipping. I certainly have 
never seen any meat coming on board in 








tion the task is easier and is carried out 
with a thoroughness that deserves praise. 
Sanitas to keep the cockroaches down, 
Condy’s Fluid for the ice-chest and Ji 
for the pantries, ete., are very useful, and 
Tam glad to say are always forthcoming. 

For the information of those who sec 
to think these things are not. properly 
looked after on hoard ship I will describe 
the nsnal routine on a voyage round the 
coast from Shanghai to Tientsin or New- 
chwang and down to Amoy or Swatow 
coming back to the first-named port.

‘The 
stewards almost invariably deal with but- 
chers in Hongkew, and undoubtedly the 
stock obtained there is better than can 
he got at. the outports, the meat being 
more tender and. cleanly-looking as a 
rule, from the fact that it is better bled 
shen slaughtered in the municipal houses. 
On a vessel's arrival at Shanghai the re 
presentatives of the purveyors of potatoes 
and other fresh vegetables who also deal 
in chickens, geese, pigeons, game, eggs, 
fish, ete., come on board and enquire of 
the’steward what is wanted in their line. 
1 have no knowledge of any company 
ppointing a resident steward to inspect 
the food supply of their vessels, but one 
of the largest firms in Shanghai has for’ 
the last ten or twenty years kepi a per- 
manent: hi 
antees the ship's stewards, and these 

en 1 their turn secured to him by 
responsible store-keeper in sums var; 
ing from $300 to $500. There is no check 
placed on their buying their stores, and 
ho inspection beyond, of course, what is 
exercised on board the vessels by the 
people who consume the food. It would 
he manifestly a work of supererogation to 
superintend the supplies to the ships in 
Shanghai, as here the best provisions on 
the coast’ are obtained, and not to have 
any supervision at other ports where un- 
doubtedly the food is not so good. Ifa 
resident overseer is necessary in the 
Huangpu port how much more would he 
he wanted in Swatow, Amoy, Newehwang, 
or Tangku. 

Now it cannot possibly be said that the 
stewards are to blame for patronising the 
stores in French Town or Smith's mar- 
ket, they are equally good if not better 

un the Hongkew places and they have 
advantage, which is always a great 
one in business, they are so much nearer 
to the vessels at the French Town 
wharves; their stock comes direct front 
the Nanking Road market. in fact. in 
many cases stall holders in this municipal 
building are the owners of _ these 
shops.

‘The pantries, store-rooms and galless 
in most ships, and the one from which | 
write is no exception, are built so that the 
shelves can be at. once taken down and 
shed and then put back in their places 
‘thout any trouble, the only fixtures in 
these rooms being the battens or wood 
supports in which these receptacles slide, 
the rests are serewed close to the parti- 
tion or bulkshead and painted over s0 as 
to form an almost solid piece, allowing 
no dirt to accumulate behind, as there are 
no cracks or crevices. All the struc- 
ture including the ends of the movable 
shelves is coated with white zinc, 
making it quite impervious to germs with 
the exception perhaps of the cook's 
dresser, The above rooms are thoroughly 
washed and disinfected as occasion arises 
and no pains are spared to keep them in 
fa perfertly sanitary si 

‘This is the routine as carried ont. ow 
nearly all the coasting vessels and it: is 
4 well-known and indisputable fact: that 
one firm with its headqnarters south of 
the Yangkingpang pays most particular 
attention to this matter of cleanliness 
aud soning that only the best. of food is 
supplied on its vessels. 

‘Not once but a dozen tines I have heard 
the remark passed at dinner in the 
Astor House by one or other of the 
masters of coasting vessels: “It is a 
waste of money to come here to chow, | 
get as good a dinner on board the ship.”” 
Not so many courses it is true, but suf- 
ficient to satisfy any healthy appetite.

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e evidence taken before the Roy: 
Commission on the War in South Africa, | 
Tuns to 1,253 pages of small type con-| 
tained in three blue books, in which also | 
are bound up a bewildering number of | 
documents bearing on the stages 

great striggle. From out of this 
material the historians, twenty years 
hence, may be able to fashion ‘some 
definite idea of the course of the war. 
In the military colleges no doubt the 
battles will be presently fought over 
again and the tactics mastered by the 
time they have become obsolete. But. for 
the man in the street, the average 
who pinned his faith to the “50, 
horse and men, going to Table Bay,” 
who believed firmly in the procession 
to Pretoria, and who had so many rude 
shocks in the course of the three years’ 
fighting, the most interesting pages are 
those which tell how the war was blunder- | 
ed into by political Generals and careless 
Ministers. ‘The most favourable verdict 
that can be drawn from the report. leaves 
it evident that at the time war was on 
the point of breaking out there was com- 
plete want. of sympathy and confidence 
between the two departments, civil and 
military, which would be responsible for 
the carrying of it through. Subsequent 
events doubtless embittered the feeling— 
failures mean excuses, and excuses lead 
to recriminations—but even at the out- 
set, a body of amateurs would havo 
worked with greater esprit de corps than 
did the heads of the Colonial and War 
Offices with each other and with the 
heads of the army at home and in Africa.

Lord Kitchener wasted no words over 
the personal business.

During 
tiffin the healths of H. M. the Emperor of 
China, the President of the United States, 
and H. M. the Emperor of Japan were 
proposed. 

In the evening the United States ‘Treaty 
Commissioners gave an official dinner at 
which the Consuls, the Chinese Commis. 
soners, the Commanders of Warships in 
port and other otticials were present, 

Mr. Conger is not expected to remsin in 
Shanghai much longer as he has nuw com. 
pleted all his work. 

Ky the courtesy of Mr. Goodnow a re- 
presentative from our paper was shown 
the signed copy of rhe ‘Treaty. It is 
contained in u gorgeous cover of yellow 
silk, and consisted of two volumes, in 
Chinese, and English respectively. "Tho 
Chinese version is bound in yellvw silk 
and is most beautifully written, or rather 
painted. The American Commissioners 
ut their initials at the foot of each page 
and the Chinese Commissioners put their 
seal on in such manner that each page 
contained half of it. At the end are 
the signatures of the Commissioners, 
Messr “Conger, Goodnow, and Seaman 
signing on ‘behalf of’ the 
States and their Excellencies Lit Hai-huan 
and Sheng Hsuan-huai on bebalf of the 
Chinese Government. All the Commis. 
sioners affixed their seals by their names. 
‘The American version is not bound, having, 
a simple paper cover from which blue 
and red ribbons and seals dangle. The 

~ treaty is fastened with one ribbon and 
each of the additional urticles with other 
ribbons and seals. As in the Chi ese 
version the Commissions put their initivis 
on exch page and their signatures and 
seals at the end. 

Orders have come from Washington 
that the text of the Treaty is not to be 
published until it has been submitted to 
Congress. ‘The Commissioners have sat 
almost continuously since the end of 
March. The United States and China 
had not concluded any international 
agreement since 1858.
